J The greate hall ( wherein the 
Maske was prefented) receiued this diuifion,and 
order : The vpper part where the cloth & chaire 
of State were pfac't, had fcaffoldesand feateson 
eyther fide continued to the skreencitight before it 
was made a pattition for the dauncing place* on 
the right hand whereof were conforted ten Mufiti- 
ons, with BafTe and Meane Lutes, aBandora, a 
double Sack-botr, and an Harpficord, with tvfo

the skreene wereplac't 9. Violins and three Luces, 
andtoanfwereboththeConforts (asit were in a
